Division from the Mor- 
ris Park Park Slope of Washington St. and 
on Locust Ave. to South St. This is an un- 
dertaking calling for an expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars and the railroad company 
will be called upon to pay about five-sixths 
of the cost, in addition to having already 
expended nearly $3,000,000 in the abolition 
of grade crossings on its Main Line and the 
Glendale cut-off, in the town of Newtown, 
entirely at its own expense. The proposed 
undertaking is one of the most important 
engineering works in connection with the 
abolition of grade crossings of the Long 
Island R. R. in the Borough of Queens, and 
will do away with 18 or 20 very dangerous 
points of intersection of the railroad and 
highways at the same level. It involves the 
excavation and transportation of over 2,000,- 
000 cu. yds. of earth and gravel from the 
high hills south of Cold Springs Harbor Sta- 
tion to Jamaica, 21 miles to be used in em- 
bankment work through Jamaica section. 

The Long Island R. R. Co. has practically 
completed the reconstruction of the North 
Shore Division into a double track road 
from Bayside to Great Neck and will begin 
work on electrifications and double tracking 
from Winfield Junction to Flushing, White- 
stone, Malba and Whitestone Landing as 
soon as Governor Hughes signs the appropri- 
ation bill permitting the State to spend 
$200,000 for the elimination of grade cross- 
ings.

LABOR. 
Pessimistic utterances of men in_ high 


places to the contrary notwithstanding, labor 
is well employed at good wages. In the East 
the situation is practically unchanged from 
a month ago. All men willing to do manual 
work can find steady employment. Italian 
laborers receive the highest wage at $1.75 
for eight hours’ work, while other foreign 
laborers command from $1.50 to $1.65. In 
the industrial lines, too, the demand is act- 
ive. More machinists could be used at the 
prevailing scale, and in the foundry trades 


more workmen would be welcome. In these 
lines, however, the scarcity is not so ap- 
parent as for common laborers. Mechanics 


in the building trades are fairly well em- 
ployed, the exceedingly unfavorable weather 
during the last month having curtailed oper- 
ations to a marked degree. Apparently there 
will not be as much activity in the building 
trades during the Fall months. 

The ranks of all kinds of laborers will be 
depleted during the next two months owing 
to the necessity of securing every available 
man to aid in harvesting the crops. On some 
of the Western railways, particularly the 
Southwest, construction gangs have left their 
work to find more lucrative employment in 
the harvest field. 

The increased wage scale of the railways 
is having more effect on general industrial 
lines. The railways in the past have al- 
ways paid lower wages than other lines of 
industry, claiming that the employment was 
steady and lasted a life time, and in con- 
sequence they were able to draw some of the 
ambitious men; others going to different 
lines of industry found compensation higher, 
but employment less steady. This condition 
of affairs has been changed materially and 
the railways of the country are now, in many 
lines of work, paying as high wages as other 
employers. This means that when the time 
comes for railways to really retrench that 
the curtailment will take the form of a cut 
in wages rather than a cut in the number of 
employees. Perhaps the day is far distant 
when such an occurrence will take place, but 
nevertheless in the light of the last retrench- 
ment by the railways, it will be looked upon 
with much interest. 

Among the wage increases announced are 
noted the general advance to railway em- 
ployees in Canada; an increase on the Read- 
ing Railway of 6 to 20% and higher compen- 
sation has been granted to subordinate work- 
ers on the Atchison. 

Steerage passengers arriving at the port 
of New York from January 1 to June 25, in- 
clusive, numbered 588,512, compared with 
518,730 in the corresponding period last year. 


CEMENT, LIME AND BRICK. 


PORTLAND CEMENT.—New high records 
as far as shipments of cement are concerned 
were made by at least four companies last 
month. The trade is in excellent shape as 
far as the amount of cement being produced 
is concerned and the good business will be 
continued for at least two months longer. 
The situation is well in hand and there is no 
likelihood of there being any shortage, this 
season, at least. One of the large com- 
panies shipped 1,150,000 bbls. during the 
month of May. 

Conditions outside of the restricted ter- 
ritory, east of Harrisburg, are steadily im- 
proving and prices there are higher than in 
the East, the makers securing fairly satisfac- 
tory profits. Some talk is heard that prices 
of cement may be raised in the near future. 
The idea prevails, however, that some of the 
companies which have made so much trouble 
in the past regarding low prices are to be 
given a season of low figures. The question 
of higher prices has been discussed, but no 
action taken on it. The cement mills in the 
meantime are making very little money. 

The Universal will erect another 2,000,000 
bbl. plant. 

Prices continue without change and for 
cement delivered within the lighterage limits 
of New York City, $1.43 per bbl. is quoted. 
In Philadelphia, $1.42; in Boston, $1.32; in 
Buffalo, $1.50. 

Imported cement continues without change, 
Alsen’s being quoted at $2.42, and Dycker- 
hoff’s $2.43. 


NATURAL CEMENT.--Business is not at 
all satisfactory. nor up to expectations. 
Prices are unchanged at 80 cts. per bbl. de- 
livered alongside of dock New York City. 


LIME.—The demand is only fair. Some of 
the largest producers have had a good busi- 
ness, but nothing exceptional.

While the railways have not been as 
large buyers of steel as was expected, there 
have been, however, numerous bridge orders 
placed in the Chicago market, these being 
the bridges that were refigured during Apri! 
and May. Some of the largest orders taken 
include the bridge across the Ohio, calling 
for 15,000 tons of shapes, the replacing of 
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the Victoria bridge across the St. Lawrence 
at Montreal, involving 15,000 to 20,000 tons, 
a bridge across the Mississippi at St. Paul, 
4,000 tons, and the Arkansas River bridge at 
Ft. Smith, calling for 4,500 tons. A num- 
ber of small bridgea have also been con- 
tracted for and there has been considerable 
building work. This has been especially no- 
ticeable outside of New York. 

The item of greatest interest was the con- 
tract for the Isthmian Canal lock gates, 
awarded to the McClintic-Marshall - Con- 
struction Co., Pittsburg, at $5,374,474. This 
bid was more than 10% less than the near- 
est competitor. It will call for approxi- 
mately 59,000 tons of steel shapes and plates, 
which will be rolled and furnished by the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Co., and will cover 
a period of about three years. 

The business placed during June amounted 
to at least 175,000 tons, exclusive of this 
contract. Prices are weak and _  ilower, 
being quoted as follows in cents per 
pound, f. o. b.

In this way they are able 
to secure much lower quotations than when 
bidding against one another, and the deal- 
ers of scrap are left with no alternative 
because there are only one or two buyers. 
This applies, of course, to steel scrap, and 
there is an unusual quantity of this coming 
into the market just at present owing to the 
wrecking of the Grand Central Station in 
New York City. This will throw at least

The railroads have bought quite 
a little pipe this spring, probably more in 
the aggregate than ever before. No note- 
worthy orders have come out during the 
month, but tonnage on the books of manu- 
facturers is very satisfactory and no espe- 
cial efforts have been made to secure busi- 
ness.

LUMBER. 


The tendency of the lumber market during 
the-last month has been downward and the 
quantity of lumber going into actual con- 
sumption was a_ keen disappointment not 
only to the distributors but the sawyers. It 
is evident that the cut last Winter was in 
excess of the demand, and there is more 
lumber in the yards of the mills and also 
distributors than will be called for during 
the present. season. The unfavorable re- 
ports do not come from any particular part 
of the country, the same condition appear- 
ing to have been general through the East. 
In Buffalo there is an accumulation, and in 
New York City the Summer dullness began 
earlier than usual. In Boston the market is 
very quiet. 

The freight rate situation is exciting much 
comment among lumber men in all parts of 
the country. It is recognized that there will 
be a readjustment in freights; how drastic 
ho one can tell. There may be some reduc- 
tions, but in the main it is expected that 
the advances will predominate. It is also 
recognized that some mills may be entirely 
cut off from their customary markets. The 
Southern mills particularly, which have had 
most advantageous freight rate, on the long 
haul, may be forced to ship by water. Coast- 
wise transportation, however, is high, owing 
to the few vessels engaged in it. 

To sum up the situation, the lumber in- 
dustry is in the process of readjustment, and 
in spite of the favorable prices being made 
to retail distributors they are not willing. 
in view of the uncertainty, to load with sup- 
plies,

COPPER.—The market has been less satis- 
factory and although prices have not de- 
clined appreciably, new low records have 
been made for the current year. Sales of 
electrolytic to foreign consumers have been 
made as low as 12.12% cts., and domestic 
consumers have been able t»o purchase elec- 
trolytic at approximately 12.25 cts. The 
market closed the month slightly firmer, but 
there has been on especial animation. Do- 
mestic consumers have purchased freely at 
various times, and the deliveries during the 
month of June will probably be somewhat 
over 100,000,000 Ibs. Domestic deliveries 
will equal at least 60,000,000 Ibs. 

The most unsatisfactory thing regarding 
the entire copper situation is the fact that 
European consumers have not vurchased 
more freely at these low prices. There is a 
surplus in the United States from our own 
domestic consumption, amounting to nearly 
20,000 tons monthly. While we have export- 
ed approximately this amount to Europe dur- 
ing the first five months of this year, the 
imports of copper to this country have been 
large, and in June they almost ecualled the 
exports. This simply means that t» the al- 
ready large stecks of copper in the hands of 
producers at the first of the year we have 
added anywhere from 10.000 to 20,090 tons 
monthliv since that time. Consumption is 
larger than ever before. but the production 
far exceeds consumption. 


SPELTER.—The grades of spelter uscd bv 
manufacturers of brass. particularly rolled 
and sheet brass, are especially active and 
it is difficult in some cases to supply the 
demand with the promptness des'red by con- 
sumers.

In the Chicago market, dealers are com- 
plaining that during the last month prices 
have declined from $10 to $25 per head. Some 
of the regular buyers who ship from Chicago 
each week: are not buying anything. Quo- 
tations in Chicago are approximately as fol- 


lows: Heavy drafters, $265 to $325; light 
drafters, 1,550 to 1,650 Ibs., $240 to $315; 
chunky horses, 1,350 to 1,500 Ibs. $200 to 


$265; wagon horses, 1,250 to 1,350 Ibs., $150 
to $240; delivery horses, light, 1,050 to 1,- 
250 Ibs., $150 to $225. Complaint is heard 
that for a fancy delivery horse, weighing 
1,250 Ibs. and of good appearance, is in ex- 
tremely limited demand. These were former- 
ly used by the larger department stores, but 
the automobile is making great inroads on 
this line. The same is true of practically all 
matched horses, there appearing to be little 
demand for matched teams.

EQUIPMENT. 
CONTRACTORS’ MACHINERY.—The vol- 


ume of business moving in the equipment 
line, while not large, is fairly satisfactory. 
This year has been a better one than any 
since 1906. The number of orders is not as 
large as then, but at that time it was im- 
possible to supply the demand and probably 
as much machinery and equipment is now 
being delivered as at any time in the past. 
Cars are fairly active, and in some cases it 
is difficult to obtain them with the prompt- 
ness desired. The demand for steam shovels 
is rather quiet, but the leading makers are 
now making deliveries from two to four 
weeks after order is received. In some few 
cases, shovels can be shipped promptly. 
Light locomotives are in good demand, but 
they can be obtained as needed. Prices, al- 
though approximately 10% higher than last 
year, are still far below those ruling prior 
to the business depression. Road rollers and, 
in fact, alt kinds of rvuad-making machines, 
have been in very good demand from all 
parts of the country. Dealers making a 
specialty of second-hand equipment report 
that there is plenty of equipment that can 


be obtained on short notice. This is espe- 
cially true of shovels. Good dinkies, how- 
ever, are scarce. 

ELECTRICAL SUPPLIES.—The leading 


manufacturers of electrical supplies are do- 
ing as large a busines as ever. This may be 
qualified by saying that the volume of busi- 
ness measured in the output of machinery 
is as large, although the total amount of 
sales in dollars falls considerably short of 
the previous record year. Numerous addi- 
tions to the power stations of larger electric 
railway systems have been made this year 
calling for large generators. An _ excellent 
demand for small motors is in evidence, and
